Some Confiderations on the Power of Secretaries of <a 
and Meffenzers in ordinary, with Regard to War- 
yants, Seizures, Commitments, ee. 


HE Reader may remember that, 
about nine Months ago, We en- 
tered into an Ex2mination of the 
following Point; * whether the 
common Method of proceeding againf? 
political Writers, under the Deno- 
mination of Libvellers, is fri&ly a- 
greeable to the prefent Conftitution 
of our Law; and if it is, whether 
We can be properly faid to enjoy any real Liberty of wri- 

ting upon Matters of Government, or ot. 

In thofe Papers We th:wed that, according to Magna 
Charta, wo Freemian can be condemned but by batwoful 
Judgment of his Peers, or Equals; nor taken, or impri- 
‘ned, unle(s it b2 by Indi&tment, or Prefentment of good 
“ad latofud Men of the fame Neighbourhood, where the 
Fad was committed, or by Procefs at common Law. 

We fhew'd likewife that this great Privilege of En- 
giifomen, which had been almoft fwallowed up in the 
exorbitant Jurifdiétion of the Star-Chamber, was reftored 
to Them by the Abolition of that infamous Ccurt, in 
the Year 16413 that it was, ina great Mealure, taken 
away from them again, foon after the Refcratior, by an 
Att for licenfing the Preis, and the Method of Pioceed- 
ing in the Court of King’s-Benchs but that it was at 
lait fully eftablifhed and confirmed to ns by the Expira- 
tion of the Jicenfing AI, the Bill of Rights and other 
Parliamentary Cenfures on the Proceedings of former 
Reigns. ; 

Here We fiopt fhort, without making any Applica 
tions being drawn off to anotier Sudjeé, in which our 
own Cafe was particularly concerned at thet Time; 
but it is a Point of too much Importance to be left 
unfinifh’d; and, indeed, We gave our Readers a Sort of 
Promife to refume it at a proper Seafon. 

There ace feveral Things to be coafilered in this En- 
quiry. We th I] therefore begin, in Order, with the 
Power of Secretaries and Megengers of State, where molt 
Profecutions begin, and endeavour to avoid every ‘Thing 
cfenfive in this Difquifition, except Truth. 

It hath always been Matter of Difpute amongft the 
greateit Lawyers, whether a Secretary of State, confi- 
dered as fuch, hath any Power to cammit. He is, pro- 
perly fpeaking, a Court Officer, whofe Bufinefe it is to 
write Letters, as the Word itfelf imports, and tranfaét 
Matters of Government; but hath nothing to do, gua- 
tenus Secretary, with the Adminifration of Fufice, and 
for that Realon is never mentioned in our astient Law 
Books. 

It is faid, indeed, that a Privy Coun/el/or can commit, 
and confequeatly a Secretary of State, who is always one 
of that Board; bat Thistco hath been very ftrongly 
di!pured, even though He 13 in the Commiffion of Peace; 
e'pecia’ly of He hath not taken the Oath of that Odice 
upon a Dedimus. 

“] took Notice, in one of my former Papers on 2bis 
Subjec?, cnat Mefénger: were authorized, by a Claufe in 
the ficexfng Sc, to fearch Houjes and Sheps for probiti- 
t'? Lats and Papers, by Virtue of 2 Sign Manual, or 
Warrart from a Secretory of State; from whence I ob- 
fervea, and J think very jut'y, that They feemed to 
have no fuch Authority before by the commen Low. 

It is farther remarkable that, in the fame Reign, when 
the Mini/ers were not aver {crupulous of exerting their 
Power, ‘They frequently fert for the Lord Chief Juftice 

Scrogys to, Court, and employed Him to grant Warrants, 
exaniae and commit. I will give the Reader a Speci- 
men of this bore? ‘Judees Warrants, both as a Matter 
of Curiofity, and becau’e They feem to run in much the 
fame Style with fome modern Writings.

WILLIAM SCROGGS. 
I teg Leave to make a fhort Remark or two on fuch 
Warrants. 
1. If the Power of Secretaries, in this Refpect, was 
fo we}] eftablithed and warranted by Law, as /ome Men 
would have us belicve; it feems very extraordinary that 
the Miniffers, in that Reipz, thould have Recourfe to the 
Lord Chief Fuftice on these Occafions ; which looks | ke 
a tacit Confeilion that They were diffident of their own 
Authority. 
z. It is obfervable that even thee Warrants did not 
give the Mefenger any Power to break open Howfes, Shops, 
or Cabinets; and yet the Commons, in thole Times, not 
only voted them arbitrary and il/eza/, but order'd Jm 
peachments to be prepar’d againft Sir William Scroggs, 2 
weil as feveral other Fudges, tor being concern’d in thot | 
and the like Praétices: The Ccvrt, indeed, interpos’d in 
their Behalf and defeated the Juflice of the Nation, as 1 
formerly obferv’d, by diffolving the Par/iament. 
Tt muft be acknowledg’d that this Power of the Secreta- 
ries hath fince received fome Countenance from the Au- 
thority of the Lord Chief Fuftice Holt, in the Reign of 
King William. 
It is in the Cafe of Kendal and’ Ror, who'were brought 
up to the Court of King’s Bench, on a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus; and it appear’d by the Retwrm that They had 
been committed to Nerzgate by a Warrant from Sir Wil- 
liem Trumbal, Secretary of State, on 2 Charge of high 
‘Treafon, for having afhited the Efcape of Sir ames Mont- 
gomery from the Cultody of a Mefenger. 
Sir Bartholomew Shower and Mr. Serjeant Levintz, 
Council for the Prifoners, excepted againit the Return and 
infifted on their Clients being dai/ed, becaufe a Secretary of 
State had no Power to commit, anda Mefenger was nota 
Jegal Officer to receive into Cuftody. They feem to have 
fupported their Plea with great Force of Argament and 
Authority of Law, by fhewing that no Man can he le- 
gally committed by an extra judicial Warrant, unlefs it 
be upon Oath 5 that a Secretary, quatenus Secretary, can- 
not adminifter an Oath 5 that He cannot take Bai/ for any 
Perfon gecufed, nor a Recognizance to profecute ; from 
whence They argued that it would be a ftrange Abfur- 
dity in our Conftitution to fuppofe any Perion qualify’d to 
commit, without any of thefe Requifites. 

They urg’d it as a Reafon why Secretaries of State 
ought not to have fuch a Power, that a Fu/fice of Peace 
is fineable, if He misbehave Himfelf, or is guilty of any 
wilful Irregularity in his Office; but that a Secretary of 
State, or a Lord of the Council, is in different Circum- 
flances. 

It was likewife obferv’d that in antient Times it was 
not the Praétice of the Privy Council to fend for Perfons 
in Cuftsdy, but to iffue Citations and Sammons by their 
Mefenzers ; and that in the Reign of Heary Vith, an 
Att of Parliament was made to detain a Man in the 
Tower of London, in order to anfwer an Indictment for 
an Affault on the Lords of the Counci/; which muft feem 
very ftrange, and was giving the Pariiament an unneceflary 
Trouble, if a Secretary of State, or any one Privy Coun- 
Jellor, could have committed Him by their own Autho- 
rity. 

As to Mefingers, it was alledg’d that They were not 
legal Gackers, but only Comveyancers of Meffages, Notices, 
or Summons and that the Praétice of making their Houfes 
Prifons was of very late Date, without any Authority of 
Law ; for G20/s cannot be built, according to Lord Coke, 
without an 4@ of Par.iament, and They could not find 
any At of Parliament, or even fo much asa Grant, for 
making the Houfes of Meffengers lawful Prifons. 
’ They likewife enter’d into the Reafon of the Law, why 
all Commitments ought to be to the County Gaol} viz. 
that the Parties may have their Trial at the next Seffion 
of Oyer and Torminer, whena Calendar of the Prifoners in 
Cuitedy is always call’d over; whereas it is impoflible 
for us to know, at any Time, who are in the Cuftody of 
Meffengers 

To thefe Arguments, which were back'd wich Variety

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little to urge in Reply, befides one or two dark Prece- 
dents, and the common Plea of Cuftom. 

The Lord Chief Fufice, indeed, was of Opinion that 
Secretaries had a Power to commit; but if the Reader 
wil! pleaie to confult the * Pleadings at large, or the 
+ Report of the Cafe, He will find that even that excel 
lent Judge was far from being clear in the Point; and as 
to Meffingers, He was evidently of Opinion that They 
were not ¢ega/ Gaolers, tho’ they might keep a Man in 
Cuftody for a convenient Time, (I think, about teenty= 


Siur Hours) in order for Examinations Tor He faid, in 


exprefs Terms, that Commitments ought generally and reo 
gularly to be to the common Gaol; ¢/pecially fince the 
Habeas Corpus Act, that the Party may better take out 
an Habeas Corpus. 

It ought likewife to be confider'd, in this Cafe, that as~ 
the Court thought fit to dai/ the Prifoners, (which was 
the only Thing their Council contended for) it was need- 
lefs to prefs the other Points any farther. : 

I,am fenfidle that fome proper Precautions may have 
been taken by the Secretaries, of | ter '‘'imes, to avoid thefe 
Odje€tions, by qualifying Themfelves, as Fu/fices of ibe 
Peace, to grant Warrants, examine and commit, or by 
referring that Office to their Under Sec claries, ov oher 
Perfons in the Commiffion; but alluwirg every ‘Thing; 
that hath hivherto been contended for as to shofe Points, 
a Secretary of State, or a Prigy Cuunfillor, cannot have 
more Power than another Juice of Pecces ani there: 
fore it remains tobe confider'd whe:her He ath any legel 
Authority to authorize a Miffenger to break Locks and

He was employ'd and trufted by 
that Prince while he liv’d, and more fince by the Cheva 
lier, Who with an intire Confidence placed in his Hancs 
the whole Managemeat of his Domeftick Affairs, and the 
old Gentleman always acquitted himielf of it to his Ma- 
fter’s Satisfa@tion. He was much refpeéted for his Integ- 
rity, by all that had any Dealings with him, and was, as 
far as his Circumftances would allow it, very compaffionate 
and charitable to the Poor. He liv'd to upwards of go 
Years of Age, and as he had always adhered to the Pro 
teftant Relbg on, as profeffed by the Church of E: gland, 
fo he dy'din it, and was attended to the laft by a Cler- 
gyman of the fime Communion, and was interr’d at 
Rome according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Englith Church.
